Ending the G train extension is an 
assault on romance that will push many 
straphanging couples into long-distance 
mode, and might even break them up, 
lovebirds say.

Anglers fishing illegally in Propect Park

Lawless anglers are up to 
something fishy again in Pros- 
pect Park: stashing illegal tools 
to facilitate an elaborate fish- 
smuggling operation, wildlife 
lovers claim. 

Someone stowed a cooler 
containing illegal barbed hooks 
— devices that have killed and 
wounded dozens of swans, geese 
and ducks, not to mention fish — 
on the northwest side of the park’s 
lake, near Lakeside Center. 

Park watchdogs discovered 
three of the banned hooks stuffed

in a bucket then zipped inside a 
black cooler with a strap, believed 
to be used to covertly transport 
fish from the catch-and-release- 


only pond out of the park. 

“It’s a contrived operation — 
they don’t want to risk getting 
caught,” said goose-saving park 
watchdog Ed Bahlman. 

The cooler discovery comes 
after Bahlman and his park-pa- 
trolling partner Anne-Katrin T i- 
tze rescued, reported, and reha- 
bilitated dozens of lake-dwelling 
creatures after encounters with 
fishermen and fishing equip- 
ment, including avian celebrity 
“Beaky,” who was disfigured in 
a tragic run-in with a hook.

City wants to cut mandatory parking 
for new Downtown developments

The city wants to drasti- 
cally reduce the number of 
parking spaces required at 
Downtown residential de- 
velopments — elating both 
builders and transit advo- 
cates who claim bulky ga- 
rages raise rents and are un- 
der-used wastes of space. 

Under the Department of 
City Planning’s proposal, 
which will likely be presented 
within a few months, Down- 
town would spearhead a city 


effort to cut the number of 
parking spaces required for 
new market-rate housing de- 
velopments and completely 
eliminate mandatory park- 
ing at below market-rate 
buildings. 

“Every developer out there 
would love to see Brooklyn 
with reduced parking mini- 
mums,” said David Behin, a 
partner at MNS, the real-es- 
tate company that marketed 
the Furman Street condo One 
Brooklyn Bridge Park. “At the 
end of the day, it makes devel- 


opment harder to do.” 

Real estate investors say 
that the city’s current rules 
create half-empty car de- 
pots. 

At the 42-story Avalon 
Fort Greene, only half of its 
253 spaces are taken. The 
Brooklyner, DKLB BKLN, 
and the Oro reported simi- 
lar vacancies. 

David Kramer, principal 
at Hudson Companies, called 
the current zoning rules in- 
sane.

Ridge panel slams city plan to 'calm' 86th Street

A Bay Ridge panel slammed the city’s 
plan to rip away two lanes of traffic 
from a swath of 86th Street, claiming 
the Department of Transportation’s 
traffic calming proposal would cause 
major gridlock on the heavily traveled 
boulevard. 


“I object to you using the word 
‘calming.’ What you mean is ‘delay- 
ing,’” Community Board 10 traffic 
and transportation committee mem- 
ber Allen Bortnick told a Department 
of Transportation rep on Wednesday 
as he panned the city’s recommenda- 
tions for 86th Street between Fourth 
Avenue and Shore Road. 



The city has plans for 86th Street. 


The city wants to whittle 86th Street 
down to one lane in either direction, 
create a 10-foot painted median, expand 
the current parking lanes to accommo- 
date double parked cars, and ban left 
turns from Fourth Avenue onto 86th 
Street, where city officials say drivers 
struck 36 pedestrians and five bicy- 
clists between 2006 and 2010. 


Slowing down speeding cars — 
which are currently unencumbered by 
a wide roadway — is the only way to 
end the carnage, Department of Trans- 
portation representative Maria Quirk 
told the committee. 

“Taking away a lane won’t lead to 
any jamming,” she said. “Anytime you 
take away a left turn you make an in- 


tersection a little bit safer.” 

But longtime Bay Ridgites dis- 
agreed. Bortnick and many others 
said that cars are already backed up 
on 86th Street. Under the city’s pro- 
posal, the congestion everyone is al- 
ready suffering through would only 
increase, they claimed.

Festival ticket snafu has 
fans waiting and waiting

The Great GoogaMooga — a massive music festi- 
val that will soon hit Prospect Park — is off to a not- 
so-great start. 

Presumed jam band fans waited in a virtual line 
last Thursday to score access to the two-day concert 
planned by the creators of Bonnaroo, but technical 
glitches kept them waiting for hours — and left many 
empty-handed. 

Music lovers visited the event’s website at noon, 
right when early registration for the free festival be- 
gan. They filled out digital paperwork and waited — 
but two hours later, many realized their connections 
had suddenly timed out after they received a message 
telling them the tickets were no longer available. 

“It was disappointing,” said Crown Heights resi- 
dent Steven Hoffer, a classic rock and bluegrass fan 
who wasted two hours of his life. “A lot of people were 
bummed out.” 

It turned out Event Brite, the online ticketing ser- 
vice that teamed up with concert planners, suffered 
serious technical problems due to high demand, festi- 
val spokeswoman Marisa Wayne said. 

The food, drink, and tunes fest is expected to bring 
40,000 people to the park’s Neathermead field May 
19-20, and even though the event is gratis, wannabe 
concert-goers must register beforehand due to capac- 
ity restrictions. 

And many did — or tried to — even though they 
don’t know which bands, or what type of music, the 
festival will feature. 

That could be because Superfly Productions, the 
concert’s creators, have worked with the likes of Ra- 
diohead, Santigold, Feist, and The Roots. 

Plus, the company has earned plenty of buzz for the fancy 
foods it will sell in lieu of standard concert chow. 

After failing to get a ticket despite his wait on an 
online line, Hoffer emailed concert promoters on Sat- 
urday and got a free ticket to the gig. It’s unclear if all 
of the snubbed music fans got tickets as well. 

Organizers say music and grub lovers will have more 
chances register for Brooklyn’s mini-Woodstock in the 
coming months, but Wayne did not respond to ques- 
tions about how many slots remain available. 

Event planners are now working to hammer out the 
early registrations problems caused by Thursday’s com- 
puter faux-pas, according to Wayne. 

“We sincerely apologize to all those who had a frus- 
trating ticketing process and for any inconvenience,” 
she said.

hub on the border of Red 


Hook and Carroll Gardens 
and 15 months since it shut 
down for repairs. 

Construction snafus 
are the cause of the delay, 
MTA sources told Commu- 
nity Board 6 district man- 
ager Craig Hammerman 
this week. 

The delay outrages Red 
Hook commuters who have 
few public transportation op- 
tions — even when the sta- 
tion is operable. 


“They need to get it to- 
gether; what are we supposed 
to do?” said Danny Aiken, 
a Red Hook resident. “It’s 
upsetting.” 

Aiken said she has to 
trek 20 minutes to the Car- 
roll Street station — or take a 
crowded bus — every morn- 
ing until the station opens. 

The setback comes after a 
scathing report blasted the B61 
bus, one of the neighborhood’s 
few modes of transport, as un- 
reliable and crowded. 

The $32 million Smith- 
Ninth Street station renova- 
tion includes new canopies and 
lighting as part of the city’s 
$257.5 millionCulverViaduct 
rehabilitation project, which 
will revamp several other sta- 
tions by next year. 

The MTA did not respond 
to requests for comment by 
press time.

Cyclists and pedestrians mourn deaths

It was a day of love and 
rage. 

More than 150 cyclists 
and pedestrians mourned 
fellow riders and walkers, 
laying wreaths and flow- 
ers for those who have lost 
their lives in car crashes at 
the Seventh Annual Me- 
morial Walk and Ride on 
Sunday. 

The foot procession 
started on McGuinness 
Boulevard in Greentpoint 
where participants paid 
tribute to victims of auto- 
motive collisions includ- 
ing Neil Chamberlain, Liz 
Byrne, and four others who 
were fatally struck on the 
deadly roadway. 

“New York City is af- 
flicted with a plague of dan- 
gerous driving and McGuin- 
ness Boulevard is one of the 
most hazardous streets of 
them all,” said Transporta-

The memorial bike ride 
visited seven memorials, 
including one for Mathieu 
Lefevre, a Bushwick cy- 
clist who died in a hit-and- 
run with a truck on Morgan 
Avenue last October. Police 
controversially closed the 
case and found the cyclist 
partly to blame for the col- 
lision — even though the 
driver who ran him over and 
left the scene was not sig- 
nalling when he veered into 
the cyclist. 

The walk and the bike 
ride converged at an anon- 
ymous memorial at Union 
Avenue and S. 5th Street, 
right in front of Williams- 
burg’s 90th Precinct head- 
quarters at Union Avenue 
— where Lefevre’s family 
claim they received the run- 
around from police after the 
30-year-old artist’s death. 

The event was somber, 
but transportation advo- 
cates described it as a call 
to action. 

“The loss of just one life 
to dangerous drivers is one 
death too many,” said White. 
“It’s high time we saw the 
New York City Police De- 
partment finally crack down 
on dangerous driving.”

Success makes bilingual push 

Controversial charter eyes Spanish-speaking students

A controversial charter 
school slated to open in Wil- 
liamsburg guarantees that one 
in five of its students will be 
English language learners — 
but school opponents in the 
neighborhood’s Latino South- 
side say that ratio is too low. 

Success Charter Network 
will set aside 20 percent of its 
enrollment for students who 
don’t speak English as a pri- 
mary language, a number its 
backers claim is higher than 
the city wide average of 1 5 per- 
cent and in line with schools 
in its district, where 12.5 per- 
cent of kids don’t speak Eng- 
lish at home. 

“We’re doing this as a way 
to increase access for Eng-

lish language learners,” said 
Success spokesman Stefan 
Friedman, whose organiza- 
tion asked the Department of 
Education to alter the school’s 
charter to include the number 
on Monday night. 

But Williamsburg com- 
munity leaders fear the lan- 
guage minimum will become 
a quota — allowing the char- 
ter to appease city enrollment 
requirements by maintaining 
a student body of 20 percent 
English language learners, 
no matter what demographic 
changes occur in the neigh- 
borhood. 

“This is a minimum stan- 
dard,” said Luis Garden 
Acosta, head of Williams- 
burg arts organization El 
Puente. “A high percentage 


of children in this district do 
not speak English. If you want 
to be responsive to the com- 
munity, particularly new im- 
migrants coming to the neigh- 
borhood, then you should not 
set a baseline standard.” 

So far, one-third of the 
school’s 700 applicants speak 
languages other than English, 
including Spanish, Mandarin, 
and Polish. Success officials 
insist the S. Third Street grade 
school will give a preference 
to language learners from 
Williamsburg, Greenpoint 
and Bushwick before con- 
sidering students outside of 
North Brooklyn. 

But that doesn’t appease 
some neighborhood parents, 
who have long charged that 
the charter group is not re- 
cruiting enough Spanish fam- 
ilies in the area around the 
school, where Latinos make 
up 65 percent of the popula- 
tion, according to 2010 Cen- 
sus data. 

“They’re trying to poach 


middle-class and wealthy stu- 
dents in Williamsburg,” said 
Williamsburg parent Brooke 
Parker. “They want to shift 
their focus to the middle class, 
but these charter schools do 
not appeal to the middle 
class.” 

Success Charter Net- 
work gained city approval 
for its Williamsburg facil- 
ity on March 1, and plans to 
open the kindergarten and first 
grade programs in the JHS 50 
building this fall. 

But neighborhood parents 
sued the charter organization, 
the city, and the state in an 
attempt to block the school 
for failing to conduct enough 
outreach in Williamsburg’s 
Southside and claiming the 
school has the backing of the 
community. 

Success has continued to 
recruit parents of school-age 
children in Williamsburg this 
month in advance of the city- 
wide enrollment application 
deadline on April 1 .

City: Flowers not sewers will keep 
waste out of borough's waterways 



The city hopes new plantings and tree pits will 
catch enough rainwater to keep sludgeways, 
including Newtown Creek, from flooding with 
household waste.

The city is rolling the dice 
on an untested plan to pre- 
vent human waste from flow- 
ing into Brooklyn’s most pol- 
luted waterways thanks to a 
new agreement with the state 
that delays a required over- 
haul of the borough’s inad- 
equate sewer system. 

Albany will let the city 
spend $4 million to experi- 
ment with gardens, tree pits, 
and other greenery that could 
stop some household sew- 
age from draining into the 
Gowanus Canal and New- 
town Creek during heavy 
rainstorms — allowing the 
Bloomberg administration see 
if the cheap, low-tech shrubs 
are a substitute for costlier 
brick-and-mortar repairs of 
the sewers themselves. 

Under the deal, City Hall 
will pay a $200,000 fine be- 
cause it failed to meet fed- 
eral clean water standards for 
nearly two decades — but 
gain five years to see if the 


plantings can solve the pu- 
trid sewage problem. 

If the scheme works, the 
foliage could save the city bil- 
lions of dollars in sewer up- 
grades. If it doesn’t, the city 
must find an actual solution 
beginning in 2017. 

Department of Environ- 
mental Protection Commis- 
sioner Carter Strickland 


touted the planting plan, say- 
ing soil and foliage can ab- 
sorb some of the stormwater 
that otherwise overwhelms 
sewers, forcing a noxious mix 
of household waste and run- 
off into Brooklyn’s waters. 

“[This] represents the next 
phase of building green in- 
frastructure in our sidewalks, 
streets, and city-owned build- 


ings at significant scale, and 
is the most significant step 
to date to saturate the Gow- 
anus Canal [and] Newtown 
Creek,” Strickland said. 

The tree pits, street plant- 
ings, and other water-thirsty 
shrubbery will line sidewalks 
and street ends in the drainage 
areas surrounding the water- 
ways. The green roofs could 
pop up on public and private 
buildings, potentially keep- 
ing rainwater off the streets 
and out of the sewers. 

But some environmental- 
ists worry the city might be 
j relying too heavily on mother 
3 nature’s power rather than 
I focusing on a complete re- 
2- hab of the sewers, which 
| regularly dump feces into 
j- waterways that are so pol- 
E luted they qualify as federal 
cleanup sites. 

"It’s all about whether 
the city complies with wa- 
ter quality standards — if 
they can do it with green in- 
frastructure, god bless them!” 
said Paul Gallay, the presi- 
dent of the environmental or- 
ganization Riverkeeper. 

Others blasted the 
Bloomberg administration for 
kicking the can down the river 
by pursuing a cheaper, experi- 
mental fix rather than tackling 
the problem at its root. 

“The city actually stepped 
back from its earlier commit-

ments to reducing combined 
sewer overflows,” said Kate 
Zidar, the executive direc- 
tor of the Newtown Creek 
Alliance. 

In 1992, the state ordered 
the city to cut the amount of 
sewage in its sludgeways. Bu- 
reaucrats on both sides bat- 
tled for nearly two decades be- 
fore reaching a deal announced 
this week that allows City Hall 
to experiment with the above- 
ground plantings. 

Councilman Brad Lander 
(D-Carroll Gardens) cheered 
the proposed greenery — so 
long as it doesn’t get in the 
way of a permanent fix for 
the vile viaducts. 

“This is one important part 
of the broader water qual- 
ity solution,” said Lander. 
“But I want the city to ac- 
celerate its long-term con- 
trol process.” 

The project is part of a 
$2. 5-billion, citywide plan 
to reduce the flow of hu- 
man waste and rainwater 
using flora. 

As the city tinkers with the 
herbal remedy, it will commit 
$1.5 billion to actual sewer 
repairs across the boroughs. 
But officials say the cash only 
funds minor fixes at the Gow- 
anus and Newtown Creek, and 
would only represent a fraction 
of the cost of modernizing the 
entire sewer system.

Beep’s aide is a sleuth 


Markowitz's wingman solves history's mysteries

This Brooklynite spends 
his days as the righthandman 
to a New York City power- 
player, but he moonlights as 
a kind of private investiga- 
tor, digging up records, chas- 
ing down leads, and solving 
mysteries. 

No, we’re not talking about 
Jason Schwartzman in the re- 
cently axed TV show “Bored 
to Death” — this is the story 
of Mark Zustovich, press sec- 
retary to Borough President 
Markowitz by day, genealo- 
gist by night. 

When he’s not working 


as Marty’s mouthpiece, Zus- 
tovich works his cases, re- 
searching long-lost siblings, 
bygone property owners, and 
sometime unearthing ancient 
family secrets. 

“It’s about more thanjust 
names, dates and facts,” said 
Zustovich, who became an 
ancestral detective two years 
ago. “You get a great deal of 
satisfaction when you make 
a phone call and say, ‘Guess 
what? I found your brother 
or grandmother.’ ” 

So far, his clients have 
included a Queens resident 
seeking proof of his family 
ties to the American Revo-

lution and a California man 
confronting a relative’s crim- 
inal history. 

“What you uncover may 
not make people happy,’ ’Zus- 
tovich said. “His ancestor was 
not only in jail but married 
and divorced at least three 
times.” 

Sometimes the cases hit 
close to home — even for 
i§ this hardboiled family de- 
| tective. 

| In his sleuthing, Zustovich 
-S’ found out that his grandfather 
| had a previous wife and kids 
“■ that no one talked about. 

“It gets very personal when 
you suddenly realize there are 


stories behind all these peo- 
ple,” he said. “They’re no lon- 
ger just names on your fam- 
ily tree.” 

The Borough Hall wing- 
manjuggles two orthree cli- 
ents at once, but does little 
to publicize it. 

He’s traced his own blood- 
line to London in the 1500s 
and a pal’s lineage to 1200s 
France — but he’s still work- 
ing on his boss’ backstory. 

“Over the years, my staff 
has included everyone from 
published authors to attor- 
neys to nurses,” Markowitz 
said. “So in a borough rich in 
history, diversity and family 
tradition, it was only a mat- 
ter of time before we had a 
genealogist!” 

The Beep says he’s proud 
of his spokesman, but re- 
mained mum on his past, 
claiming his forebears hail 


from Russia and possibly Po- 
land, but he doesn’t know 
much else. 

For Zustovich, it’s the 
fragility of family trees 
that makes his cases so en- 
thralling. 

“Genealogy brings out all 
the very weak links in your 
existence,” said Zustovich, 
who is gearing up for a big 
document dump when feds 
disclose the 1940 U.S. Census 
— crucial records for cases 
in the World War II-era — 
on April 2 at 9 am. “These 
could have been broken at 
any time and you would not 
exist. It freaks me out every 
time I think about it.” 

Zustovich named his 
company, Baka Genealogy, 
after his storytelling grand- 
mother who hailed from 
Istria. For info, visit www.

“This is going to be hor- 
rendous,” said resident Tressa 
Kabbez, fearing that idling 
vehicles stuck in traffic 
would lead to serious air 
quality problems. 

Some praised the plan, 


claiming that the changes will 
force motorists to behave. 

“You’re not simply having 
the same drivers making the 
same decisions, you’re going 
to have different drivers mak- 
ing better decisions,” said res- 
ident Ian Richards. 


Resident Maureen Land- 
ers, who was struck by a car as 
she pushed her child’s stroller 
across the street, said that 86th 
Street’s traffic problems were 
killing local businesses. 

“I often choose not to 
shop along 86th because I 
am afraid,” she said. 

The committee rejected the 
city’s proposal with a 7-4, but 
not before firing off a litany of 


traffic calming ideas for 86th 
Street, such as staggering the 
timing of traffic lights, putting 
stop signs mid-block, and con- 
structing metal and concrete 
fences to corral jaywalkers. 

Councilman Vincent Gen- 
tile (D-Bay Ridge) said the 
city should consider CBlO’s 
ideas before making any dras- 
tic changes to 86th Street. 

“Adding lights and traf- 


fic signs might be something 
we might try before we start 
changing traffic patterns,” he 
said. 

CB10 is expected to vote on 
the committee’s recommenda- 
tion on March 19, but the city 
could still go ahead with its 
plan since the board’s opinion 
is only advisory in nature. 

Yet committee chairman 
Brian Kieran doubts the city 


will go ahead with an idea 
that’s so unpopular. 

“The overwhelming ma- 
jority of phone calls at our 
office were against the pro- 
posal,” he said. 

CB10 blocked the city’s 
plan to build a median and 
ban left turns onto 86th Street 
from Fourth Avenue last year. 
The city eventually backed 
away from both proposals.

These new Jew chews are just in time for Passover

J ewish food is a lot of things. 
Comforting. Steeped in tradi- 
tion. A no-fail fattening agent 
for concerned grandmas all over the 
world. 

What is it not, one would think, is 
stylish. Until now. Some of Brooklyn’s 
coolest — and youngest — members 
of the tribe are spinning Bubby’s old 
recipes into gastronomic gold, taking 
schmaltz-laden war horses like latkes, 
matzoh balls, chopped liver, and even 
gefilte fish to new culinary heights. So 
whether you choose to dine out at one of 
these Jewish nouveau destinations, or 
take their goodies to go for an at-home 
holiday spread, it’s guaranteed that your 
Passover Seder will be the hottest, hip- 
pest ticket in town this year. 

Mile End 

It’s odd to think that young guns 
like Rae Cohen and Noah Bernamoff 
could ever be considered the forefa- 
thers of anything, but can you remem- 
ber corned beef and kasha varnishkes 
being chic before the pair opened their 
Boerum Hill delicatessen in2010? Like 
it or not, these Montrealites have shaped 
the cuisine of the New Brooklyn Jew, 
with house smoked, sustainably sourced 
meat; homemade pickles; and jazzed- 
up specials like “The Whole Mishpu- 
cha” — matzoh ball soup with chicken 
stuffed wontons, ramen-style noodles, 
and chicken galantine.

A fresh take 
on gefilte!

his ain’t your grandma’s ge- 
filte fish. 

Three foodies are peddling a 
gourmet and gluten-free recipe for 
gefilte that they say blows the tradi- 
tional Passover fish dish most Jews 
love to hate right out of the water. 

Clinton Hill resident Liz Alp- 
ern claims there’s no comparison 
between gelatinous, store-bought 
chunks of gefilte fish — which are 
usually served cold, straight from 
the jar — and the high-end gefilte 
that her new business, The Gefilte- 
ria, whips up from scratch using lo- 
cally-sourced salmon and other top- 
notch ingredients. 

“Traditional gefilte fish look like 


gray, unattractive blobs and don’t taste 
like fish — let’s be honest,” said Alp- 
ern, a Clinton Hill resident who runs the 
Brooklyn-based company with partners 
Jeffrey Yoskowitz and Jacqueline Lilin- 
shtein. “Ourgefilte fish tastes fresh and 
light and has plenty of flavor.” 

To achieve the impossible, Alp- 
ern’s team substitutes salmon for carp 
in a time-worn recipe that otherwise 
contains white fish, pike and a mix of 
onions, egg, olive oil, salt and pepper. 
The kosher for Passover concoctions 
don’t use matzoh meal, which con- 
tains gluten, and are baked in long 
loaves, rather than smaller pieces. 

Alpern said the idea started as 
an inside joke with Yoskowitz last 
summer, but blossomed into a real 
business venture when they realized 
there might be a high demand among 
borough foodies for fancy takes on 




What a catch; The trio sells Passover gift baskets that feature specialty gefilte fish loaves. 
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Jewish home cooking. 

The pals hired Lilinshtein, who 
spent her childhood shuttling back 
and forth between relatives in New 
Jersey and Brighton Beach, the neigh- 
borhood where gefilte fish goes to 
die, and started cooking for family 
and friends. 

They launched The Gefilteria 


weeks ago, just in time for the start 
of the Passover season. 

The company’s 24-ounce gefilte 
loaf sells for $20. A 12-ounce loaf is 
just $12. The Gefilteria also slings 
homemade borscht, sauerkraut, black 
and white cookies and other specialty 
foods that are packaged in a $27, 
ready-made Passover gift basket. 


Alpern said once the business takes 
off, Passover meals from Brooklyn 
Heights to Sheepshead Bay will never 
be the same. 

“We’re giving people something 
they can be proud to serve,” Alp- 
ern said.

Reliquary revamped! 

Williamsburg's weirdest museum reopens with a giftshop

F ew museums in Brooklyn 
covet old seltzer bottles, 
street signs, and minia- 
ture models of the Statue of 
Liberty, but Williamsburg’s 
City Reliquary, a storefront 
museum dedicated to pre- 
serving the neighborhood’s 
history, has proudly shown 
off its collections of ephem- 
era and oddities for the past 
decade. On April 1, the mu- 
seum will celebrate its de- 
cennial by keeping set hours 
seven days a week and un- 
veiling its newly renovated 
gift shop. 

Visitors often notice the 
dozens of framed portraits of 
Brooklyn Dodger icon Jackie 
Robinson gracing the walls, 
World’sFairmemorabilia, vin- 
tage postcards, and a familiar 
restaurant sign or two. 

But the line between collec- 
tor and hoarder is a thin one. 

“Hoarding is collecting 
items without historic value 
or preservation,” said City Rel- 
iquary director Dave Herman. 
“Our collection has the power 
of retelling the history of the 
city and contributes to the 
preservation of Brooklyn.”

At the gift shop, customers 
can browse through postcards 
from the collection, handmade 
throw pillows with pigeons on 
them, and a quilt sewn with 
a pattern resembling New 
York’s street grid. 

And guests can explore 
several of the museum’s new 


dioramas, including a well- 
timed display of the Green- 
point-made USS Monitor’s 
battle with the USS Virginia 
in one of the Civil War’s most 
memorable skirmishes. 

There’s also a scale model of 
the Staten Island Ferry, which is 
significantly less impressive. 

But Reliquary live-in tour 
guide Matt Levy says every 
item portrays its own story, 
though his favorites are the 
more unusual ones, such 
as a subway token with an 
MTA revenue collector’s ini- 
tials imprinted on it. Some- 
one discovered the ruse, and 
the city later fired him. 

“It’s a wonderful example 
of New York hubris,” said 
Levy. “Some get away with 
it, and some do not.” 

But being a New Yorker 
isn’t just about hubris, ac- 
cording to Levy. It’s also 
about drawing inspiration 
from the city around you, 
no matter who you are. 

“This collection is for all 
New Yorkers, whether art- 
ists with a rent controlled-loft 
or brand new condo owners 
on Kent Avenue,” said Levy. 
“We welcome all of them, re- 
gardless of how much rent 
your pay or how long you 
lived there.” 


The Occuposters 

Gowanus art collective is the epicenter 
of Occupy Wall Street artistic movement

O ccupy Wall Street wants to oc- 
cupy your wall space. 

A collective of poster print- 
ers in Gowanus is attempting to 
help reignite the social movement’s 
flames for a May 1 “General Strike,” 
with a handful of new pin-ups it 
hopes will be as arresting as the 
image of a ballerina atop a bull 
that kicked off the whole protest 
in September. 

“Imagery and posters are part of 
the general mix of culture that helps 
bind people together and make so- 
cial movements more than a sum of 



their parts,” said Jesse Goldstein, a 
CUNY PhD student and lecturer, 
and one of the founders of the “Oc- 
cuprint” collective, which has been 
producing and collecting arresting 
visuals related to the anti-corporate 
movement. “Posters fit in because 
they’re a nice bridge between the 
digital and physical spaces.” 

The group has been funding it- 
self through an online campaign 
on the website Kickstarter and it 
has already surpassed its $16,800 
goal, with eight days left in the 
effort. 

The money, Goldstein says, will 
be used to fund the group’s printing 
effort in advance of the May Day 
protest, as well as the production 
of a high-end portfolio of screen 
prints the group is selling to muse- 
ums, libraries and archives around 
the country. 

The posters designed and curated 
through Occuprint, whose founders 
also created the all-poster edition 
of the Occupied Wall Street Jour- 
nal in the fall, draw on many tra- 
ditions and styles of political post- 
ers and protest art. 

Artist Molly Crabapple’s poster 
of a lady striking a match has a 


vaguely art nouveau aspect to it, 
while others draw on sources as 
diverse as the Cuban Revolution 
and the Black Panthers. 

Many simply play off Ameri- 
can advertising and movie post- 
ers — a connection that is hardly 
subconscious in the mind of their 
creators. 

“As a society we privilege the 
visual over all the other senses,” 
said Josh MacPhee, who founded 
Occuprint with Goldstein and co- 
runs the Gowanus archive that gives 
it a home. “Images are important 
to Occupy in same way they are 
to other entities: they’re a tool to 
cultivate our ideas, they’re adver- 
tisements to come join us, and they 
can also function as warnings to 
those that oppose the change we 
desire.”

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The 'Hunger Games' hunger

IIT he Hunger 
I Games” movie 
I comes out this 
week, and my 14-year-old 
daughter, like millions of 
other teens, insisted on get- 
ting tickets for opening day. 
She loved the book and made 
me read it. 

The emotional intensity of 
the story, which includes ex- 
treme cruelty, violence and 
(minor spoiler alert) chil- 
dren killing children, re- 
ally struck me. As I thought 
about the books my teenage 
girls read, I realize they often 
deal with really fierce feel- 
ings and events — abuse, sui- 
cide, rape, death. 

Are they drawn to these 
stories because of fears? 
Fantasies? Should I be con- 
cerned? 


Because, 
honestly, part 
of me is a little 
freaked they 
seek out mate- 
rial like this. 

I’ve never 
censored books 
in my home. 

Movies, yes, and the occa- 
sional television show, but 
whatever they wanted to 
read, they read. My 17-year- 
old has gone through many 
phases. I particularly en- 
joyed her E.L. Konigsburg 
period, when she read “From 
the Mixed-Up Files of Mrs. 
Basil E. Frankweiler,” aNew 
York classic, and moved on 
from there. She later went 
through a John Grisham ob- 
session, which was the first 
time I really thought about 


the books she devoured. His 
stories are dramas stemming 
from sometimes grisly and 
depraved crimes, but the 
books are really about solv- 
ing the felonies and chasing, 
or being chased by, the bad 
guys, so I didn’t protest. 

But the volumes they 
brought through our door 
turned grim. “Thirteen Rea- 
sons Why,” by Jay Asher, 
about the events and rela- 
tionships leading up to a 
high school girl’s suicide, 


is heavy. “Speak,” another 
highly regarded book about 
the aftermath of a girl’s rape 
at a party the summer before 
ninth grade is also power- 
ful. The list goes on and in- 
cludes tales of post-apoca- 
lyptic warped societies and 
stories of incestuous fami- 
lies. Why do they read these 
things? 

Another dad suggested 
this was a girl thing until 
I started listing books we 
read as teens: “Jaws,” “The 
Godfather,” “Sybil,” and the 
most classic boy-books of 
them all, “The Lord of the 
Rings.” Each of these in- 
cludes love, sex, cruelty, 
death, written to maximize 
the emotional highs and lows 
of the reader. My wife, in 
her youth, consumed “Val- 


ley of the Dolls,” “Scruples” 
and Jackie Collins or Har- 
old Robbins books, all con- 
taining sex and drama with 
a capital “D.” 

Sol have to admit this de- 
sire for painful, passionate, 
desperate stories is nothing 
new. My adolescents are do- 
ing what teens have done all 
along — exploring the dark 
reaches of the human expe- 
rience, in the safety of their 
imaginations. 

My daughters are becom- 
ing aware of the cruelty and 
wonder of the world in their 
real lives, and are at a stage 
where emotions are felt in- 
tensely. 

It makes sense they are 
drawn to stories that feed 
their hearts and minds with 
situations and emotions out- 


side their experience. And as 
they wonder about the adult 
world, with it’s complexities 
and confusions, my girls will 
find books giving them ac- 
cess to that as well. 

Of course, I’m at a very 
different place in life, enter- 
ing into a middle age phase 
when my passion for al- 
most everything is blunted 
by the cynicism of expe- 
rience. Their attraction to 
emotional fire concerns and 
frightens me because I only 
see the possibility of them 
getting burned. 

But if I dig back through 
my own experience, I can 
remember why these lurid 
tales of violence, cruelty, 
pain and redemption are 
important, and entertain- 
ing, to teenagers.

“In certain locations it’s 
great to have parking and 
it’s a profit center, but other 
locations it becomes pro- 
hibitively expensive ” aid 
Kramer, whose J Condo- 
minium in DUMBO has 
267 units and 320 park- 
ing spaces — but only 37 
percent of tenants actually 
rent them. 

Zoning rules in parts 
of Downtown require off- 
street parking for as much 
as 50 percent of units. Even 
though some spots that aren’t 
used by building residents 
become hourly parking or 
get leased by neighbors, sup- 
porters of the city’s plan say 
there are simply too many 
vacant parking spaces. 

City reps acknowledge 
that current parking rules 
are also a barrier to afford- 
able housing, since develop- 
ers can’t recoup costs if res- 
idents can’t afford to lease 
spaces. 

Downtown will be one 
of the city’s first neighbor- 


hoods to consider parking 
reforms, as planners work 
to shift housing growth to 
denser, mixed-use areas. 

But not everyone is on 
board with parking reduc- 
tions. 

Prospect Heights resi- 
dents are outraged that the 
developer of a 55 -unit apart- 
ment across from the Bar- 
clays Center doesn’t want to 
include parking — claim- 
ing that new tenants will 
take up street parking in 
an area already that will 
soon be flooded with arena 
crowds. 

Reducing parking re- 
quirements might rile 
some motorists, but it has 
put transit activists and 
wealthy developers on the 
same side. 

“We’re a very transit rich 
city,” said Kate Slevin, exec- 
utive director of the Tri-State 
Transportation Campaign. 
“The idea that we require 
a certain amount of park- 
ing construction instead of 
a contribution to the transit 
system is puzzling.”

The pharmaceutical giant

Both properties are cur- 
rently zoned for industrial use 
and are extensively polluted, 
but developers have already 
had luck with other Pfizer 
properties, snatching up the 
drug maker’s longtime head- 


citeda 1999 report by the Na- 
tional Gambling Impact Study 
Commission that found that 
residents in areas within 50 
miles of casinos have a greater 
chance of coming down with 
a gambling addiction. 

“Once the additional rou- 
lette wheels are spinning and 
the craps tables are function- 
ing it will be too late to take 


quarters on Flushing Avenue 
and turning it into a food man- 
ufacturing mecca. 

St. Nicks Alliance director 
Michael Rochford believes the 
scale of the lots makes them an 
attractive investment. 

“These parcels are among 
the largest and last pieces 
of vacant undeveloped land 
in North Brooklyn,” said 
Rochford. “The zoning has 
to be changed and that’s a 
risk and the land has to be 
cleaned because it’s a brown- 
field, but we believe it can 
be brought to standards for 
affordable housing.” 

A Pfizer spokesman did 
not comment on the bid for 
land his company has owned 
for more than a century, but 
said the pill-makers intend to 
keep the interests of the corn- 


preventive action,” said Cym- 
browitz, who nevertheless 
voted for legalizing casino 
gambling. 

Even Gov. Cuomo is lay- 
ing his chips on Aqueduct, 
where he recently proposed 
building a massive conven- 
tion center that would expand 
the digital gaming that al- 
ready is played there.

and search them. 

The 90th Precinct, which 
is roughly bounded by Kent 
Avenue, Flushing Avenue and 
Metropolitan Avenue, appar- 
ently embraced the policy, 
halting and searching about 
two people per hour on av- 
erage. 

Cops in Williamsburg 
trailed the 75th Precinct in 
East New York which had 
31,100 stops, and the 73rd Pre- 
cinct in Brownsville, which 
have 25,167 stops, according 
to data analyzed by the New 
York Civil Liberties Union and 
leaked to the Daily News. 

Those neighborhoods are 
beset with some highest crime 
rates in the city, but Williams- 
burg has recorded a steady de- 
crease in felonies — including 
murders, assaults, rapes, rob- 
beries, burglaries, car thefts, 
among other maj or crimes — 
overthe past decade, register- 
ing 2,014 criminal complaints 
in2001 compared to 1,736 in- 
cidents last year. 

North Brooklyn activists 
say the practice targets young 
men of color and alienates 
them from police officers. 

“This practice is abusive 
and your rights will be vio- 
lated because of some offi- 
cer’s subjective profile,” said 
Community Board 1 mem- 
ber Esteban Duran. “I have 
complete respect for the du- 
ties of a police officer, but this 
is unfair from them. They 
shouldn’t be burdened to stop 


people when they should be 
doing real police work.” 

Officers from the 90th 
Precinct declined to com- 
ment, but NYPD Commis- 
sioner Ray Kelly defended 
stop-and-frisk at a City Coun- 
cil hearing last week, say- 
ing the controversial tactic 
reduces crime. 

“People are upset about be- 
ing stopped, yet what is the 
answer?” said Kelly. “What 
have you said about how do 
we stop this violence? What 
have leaders of the commu- 
nities of color said? What is 
their strategy to get guns off 
the street?” 

Cops on the street sup- 
port the tactic, but admit 
that carrying it out can be a 
challenge. 

“It’s a one-on-one encoun- 
ter and you hope every en- 
counter with the public is a 
positive one,” said 94th Pre- 
cinct Deputy Inspector Ter- 
ence Hurson, whose North- 
side and Greenpoint officers 
did not use stop and frisk as 
much as his neighbor to the 
south. “In essence you’re ac- 
cusing the person with con- 
ducting a crime.” 

Studies have shown that po- 
lice who use the tactic are over- 
whelmingly targeting young 
black and Latino men. 

Last year, 51 percent ofthe 
685,724 individuals stopped 
and frisked city wide were be- 
tween 14 and 24 years old. 
About half of them were 


and development,” said res- 
ident Ralph Sternblitz. “It’s 
a good idea.” 

Assemblyman Alec Brook- 
Krasny (D-C oney Island), who 
voted forthegamblingbill, said 
the amusement area wouldben- 
efit from a casino.

“If serious discussions be- 
gin on bringing a casino to 
New York City, Coney Island 
is a natural and should be part 
of any proposals on the table,” 
Markowitz said last week. 

If Markowitz’s dream 
comes true, it wouldn’t be the 
first time Coney Island was rife 
with gamblers: a real-life ver- 
sion ofNucky Thompson from 


“Boardwalk Empire” ran casi- 
nos in Gravesend andBrighton 
Beach starting in the 1860s, but 
the party stopped when gam- 
bling was outlawed in 1910.

backwards-jetting metal 
point designed to impale a 
fish at the mouth, making 
catch-and-release difficult. 
The hooks are forbidden by 
state law in city parks. 

After several reports of 
wounded waterfowl, the 
Prospect Park Alliance re- 
sponded by installing about 
30 green signs detailing fish- 
ing rules in the park last sum- 
mer. 

But in the months since, 


some fishermenhave knocked 
down fencing to find more 
secluded angling areas. 

On a recent visit to the 
lake, The Brooklyn Paper 
spotted a fisherman with a 
bucket in hand, trampling a 
gate to find an off-trail, iso- 
lated catching nook. 

The black cooler discov- 
ered by park watchdogs has 
been spotted at multiple lake- 
side locations, leading Bahl- 
man to believe several fish- 
ermen are running a “Jackie 


Brown”-style cooler pass-off 
so the culprits look less con- 
scpicuous when they haul 
fishing poles and dead fish 
from the park. 

“We need more en- 
forcement,” he said. “This 
shouldn’t be happening.” 

Park spokesman Paul Nel- 
son said the Prospect Park Al- 
liance is working with fish- 
ing groups to educate anglers 
about rules, but said he was 
not aware of any specific 
plans to increase enforcement 
as fishing season hits. 

“I can tell you we take il- 
legal fishing very seriously,” 
he said.

It all started when Spe- 
vack wanted fresh local ar- 
ugula but couldn't find the 
time for a community gar- 
den. So she cleared space on 
the bookshelf and created a 
hide-a-farm underneath her 
Danish modern sofa. 

Her sub-irrigated systems 
grow microgreens such as 
mustard and mizuna within 
weeks using a wick that al- 
lows plants to pull in water 
as they need it. 

Spevack’s friends are 
loving the leftovers — es- 
pecially because the baby 


ral, and dirt cheap. 

“It’s a tall order, but Jen- 
na’s greens do it all!” said 
pal Lisa Lerner. “The greens 
stayed quite tasty and fresh 
for days.” 

Spevack keeps a studio at 
the Metropolitan Exchange 
Building on Flatbush Ave- 
nue, which functions as a test- 
ing room for the borough’s 
great thinkers — it’s the place 
where one scientist dreamt up 
a house made of lab-grown 
animal flesh. 

She hopes to make sustain- 
ability attainable, sparking a 
community farming move- 
ment that lets Brooklyn lo- 
cavores forage without leav- 
ing their living rooms. 

“This is exploring ways 
to grow food closer to home 
instead of having it trucked 
in from other parts of the 
country,” said Spevack, 
whose works will soon ap- 
pear in a gallery in Manhat- 
tan. “Now as a New Yorker 
with hardly any space, you 
can have a bigger connec- 
tion to your food.” 


Brooklyn Paper: So Rich, 
you’ve been in the Cyclones’ 
front car before.
